Summary of reasons for decision: 

The publication is a computer image file that contains an image of two naked adolescent boys. 
The image is reasonably capable of being regarded as sexual in nature, and likely to be used for 
the purpose of sexual arousal by persons with a prurient interest in children. The publication 
exploits the nudity of the children depicted to a high degree. If made available, injury to the 
public good would result as it would be very likely to be viewed and distributed by audiences with 
a sexual interest in children. It is therefore classified as objectionable under s3(3)(b) of the Films, 
Videos, and Publications Classification Act. 

The classification of this publication interferes with the freedom of expression, as set out in 
section 14 of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990. This outcome is consistent, however, 
with Parliament's intention to prevent the availability of publications that exploit the nudity of 
children. The classification is also a reasonable limitation on the freedom of expression that 
reflects the concern of a free and democratic society to protect children and young persons from 
sexual exploitation.
